RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


General  price  declines  were  recorded  on 
most  classes  of  livestock.  Slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  sold  steady  to  500  lower,  except 
5O0-$1.25  off  at  Chicago  on  steers.  Increased 
marketings  and  lower  prices  in  the  wholesale 
trade  were  factors  influencing  the  lower  live 
prices.   The  number  of  slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at  the  seven 
markets  totaled  114,000  head,  the  largest 
volume  since  mid-May  but  was  nearly  12,000  head 
short  of  a  year  ago.  The  average  weight  at  the 
seven  markets  was  1115#,  Zl#   below  last  year. 
Cows  generally  sold  steady  to  500  lower.  Season- 
ally moderate  supplies  of  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  moved  at  steady  to  $1.00  lower  prices. 
Prices  of  barrows  and  gilts  were  for  the  most 
part  25-75#  lower,  exceptions  were  St.  Louis 
and  Indianapolis  where  prices  were  steady  to 
250  higher.  Slaughter  lambs  sold  steady  to 
$1.00  lower. 

SIAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Prices  on 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  worked  lower  for 
the  fourth  consecutive  week  in  response  to  in- 
creased marketings  and  lower  prices  in  the 
dressed  trade.  Also,  the  first  major  snow 
storm  of  the  season  throughout  the  northeastern 
section  of  the  country  hampered  movement  of 
livestock  into  that  area  and  this  curtailed  de- 
mand at  some  points.  Slaughter  steers  closed 
steady  to  500  lower,  except  5O0-$1.25  lower  at 
Chicago  with  the  bulk  of  the  decline  at  that 
market  coming  on  expanded  Friday  receipts. 
Heifers  sold  steady  to  500  lower.  Cows  were 
uneven,  nostly  steady  to  500  lower,  except 
strong  to  500  higher  at  St.  Paul  where  this 
class  made  up  20  percent  of  the  receipts.  Bulls 
sold  firm  and  vealers  mostly  $1.00  higher.  The 
average  price  on  all  slaughter  steers  at  the 
seven  markets  was  $27.73  compared  $27.96  the 
previous  week  and  $25.08  a  year  ago.  Bulk  of 
the  slaughter  run  at  most  points  was  comprised 
of  Good  to  average-Choice  steers  and  heifers.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Reduced  receipts 
of  feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 


heralded  the  completion  of  large  volume  fall 
marketings  for  the  1962  season.  Although  a 
good  many  shipments  could  have  been  classified 
as  of  a  clean-up  variety,  quality  as  a  whole 
did  not  vary  appreciably  from  the  previous  week. 
Good  and  Choice  grades  predominated  and  at 
several  markets  supplies  continued  to  include  a 
few  shipments  of  high-Choice  and  Fancy  calves. 
Trading  at  most  markets  was  slower  than  most 
weeks  earlier  this  season  and  prices  ruled  un- 
evenly steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Calves  generally 
showed  more  weakness  than  did  yearlings  and 
two-year-olds.  Snow  and  unusually  cold  weather 
for  mid -December  engulfed  a  fairly  large  part 
of  the  country  and  was  a  factor  in  slowing  out- 
let.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Supplies  at  the 
twelve  markets  numbered  551,000  head,  a  de- 
crease of  44,000  from  the  previous  week  but  com- 
parable to  a  year  ago.  However,  this  reduction 
from  the  previous  week  failed  to  offset  the 
bearishness  of  a  sharply  lower  dressed  pork 
trade.  A  factor  in  the  reduction  of  supplies 
at  most  centers  was  the  sub-zero  temperatures 
near  mid-week.  When  compared  to  the  previous 
week,  prices  for  barrows  and  gilts  were  some- 
what uneven,  generally  25-750  lower  at  the 
western  Corn  Belt  centers  but  steady  to  250 
higher  at  Indianapolis  and  St.  Louis  where 
snow  and  ice,  along  with  the  low  mercury  read- 
ings, sharply  curtailed  receipts.  Sows  sold 
steady.  Offerings  of  barrows  and  gilts  weigh- 
ing 240-260#  continued  liberal  and  some  further 
widening  of  the  price  spread  between  these 
heavier  butchers  and  the  lighter  hogs  occurred. 
Sows  comprised  11  percent  of  the  8  market 
total.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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The  wool  trade  in  Boston  continued  dull 
with  only  a  few  sales  due  to  limited  supplies. 
Prices  were  steady  to  strong.  Woolen  wools 
and  noils  continued  to  move  at  firm  prices. 
A  few  cars  of  greasy  combing  wools  sold  in 
Montana  and  New  Mexico  while  a  small  weight 
of  lambs  wool  moved  in  Wyoming  and  also  in  New 
Mexico.  Contracting  of  bulk  medium  wools  was 
confirmed  in  Idaho  and  a  reputation  clip  was 
contracted  in  Montana.  There  was  some  con- 
tracting of  IE  months  and  lambs  wool  in  Texas. 
Trading  was  limited  in  the  fleece  wool  States. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  announced  the  average 
price  received  by  farmers  for  wool  on  November 
15,  1962  was  44. 80  per  grease  pound.  This 
compared  to  44.30  for  October  15,  1962  and 
40.9^  for  November  15,  1961. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed 
Japan,  the  Continent  and  England  active  as 
quotations  advanced  up  to  five  percent.  The 
South  African  markets  were  stronger  with  the 
Continent,  and  United  States  dominating  and 
some  Japanese  buying.  Good  general  compe- 
tition prevailed  in  New  Zealand  at  stronger 
prices.  The  Montevideo  market  continued  firm 
and  Argentine  carpet  wools  remained  strong. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Turnover  of  fleece  wools 
was  negligible  as  supplies  were  limited. 

Territory  Wools  -  About  four  cars  of 
original  bag  bulk  half-blood  wool  sold  last 
week  in  Montana  around  $1.25  clean  basis,  de- 
livered Boston  while  a  small  volume  of  lambs 
wool  brought  400-420  grease  basis,  f .o.b. 
Wyoming.  Original  bag  bulk  fine  12  months 
wool  sold  in  Roswell,  New  Mexico  at  $1.30  on 
a  core  test  while  bulk  fine  lambs  wool  up  to 
2  inches  sold  from  450-520  f .o.b.  Country 
buyers  were  contracting  bulk  medium  wools  in 
Idaho  at  520-530  to  the  grower  while  a  bulk 
fine  reputation  clip  in  Montana  was  contracted 
at  $1.25  on  a  core  test  for  March  shearing. 

Texas  Wools  -  Twelve  months  Texas  wool 
was  contracted  this  week  at  600  grease  basis 
to  the  grower  while  lambs  wool  was  contracted 
at  550  grease  basis. 

Mohair  -  Poor  style  adult  mohair  sold  in 
Texas  at  66g-0  to  the  warehouse  while  good 
mohair  was  priced  generally  around  71§0. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Turnover  of  spot  foreign 
wools  was  rather  dull.  A  spot  lot  of  greasy 
Buenos  Aires  November  second  clip  wool  sold 
for  combing  use  around  680,  clean  wool  fibers 
present.  Cabled  reports  at  week's  end  follow 
with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S. 
oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields  in  bond.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady 
to  $1.00  higher,  bulk  500  upj  cow  beef  steady  to 
$1.00  lower;  veal  steady  to  $3.00  higher,  mostly 
strong  to  $1.00  upj  calf  prices  fully  $2.00 
higher  in  New  York;  lamb  fully  steady  to  $1.00 
higher  at  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  otherwise 
steady  to  weak;  pork  loins  steady  to  $3.00  lower 
at  most  markets,  the  full  decline  at  New  York. 

Prices  were  strong  to  500  higher  early  in 
the  week  for  kosher  steer  forequarters;,  but  late 
declines  left  closing  sales  5O0-$1.5O  lower  for 
the  week.  Lamb  sold  mostly  strong  to  $1.00 
higher  and  upturns  of  $1.00-2.00  were  recorded 
on  veal  and  calf. 

Supplies  were  normal  in  most  areas,  except 
veal  which  held  below  normal  over  all,  while 
steer  beef  and  pork  was  above  normal  at  Wash- 
ington. Clearance  was  fairly  complete  aside 
from  lamb  at  Washington  and  steer  hindquarters 
at  New  York.  Steer  beef  was  fairly  active  under 
good  demand  subsequent  to  the  initial  session. 
Forequarters  and  related  cuts  outsold  hinds  in 
most  instances.  Ribs  advanced  sharply  toward 
the  close.  Veal  and  calf  movement  was  quite 
prompt  and  moderate  supplies  sold  mostly  at 
higher  prices.  Chain  buyers  were  aggressive  for 
lamb  at  New  York,  but  absorbed  mostly  hind- 
saddles  and  legs  while  foresaddles  were  on  a 
peddling  basis  late.  Lower  pork  prices  stimu- 
lated demand,  particularly  at  New  York. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  steady  to 
500  lower  for  the  week,  veal  fully  $3.00  higher, 
lamb  $1.00  lower,  pork  loins  8-16#  $2.50-3.00 
lower,  Boston  butts  4-8#  $1.50  lower,  spareribs 
3#  down  steady. 

Supplies  in  the  beef,  lamb  and  fresh  pork 
divisions  were  normal.  Largest  percentage  of 
beef  graded  average-Good  to  Choice,  all  weights 
in  about  equal  volume.  All  weights  and  grades 
of  veal  in  small  supply,  particularly  Choice 
and  Prime. 

Carcass  beef  trade  only  moderately  active. 
Ribs  met  a  good  demand  with  all  interests  in  the 
trade  and  prices  followed  a  higher  trend.  Rounds 
generally  were  fairly  active,  loins  slow. 
Fairly  broad  outlets  for  chucks  on  early  sessions 
narrowed  and  declines  were  recorded,  however, 
demand  broadened  again  late.  Substantial  ad- 
vance in  the  veal  division  mostly  on  the  basis 
of  small  supply,  although  demand  was  fair.  A 
moderately  active  early  lamb  trade  slowed  by 
midweek.  End  cuts  outsold  ribs  and  loins  in 


the  early  tradej  best  demand  centering  on 
hindsaddles  at  the  close.   Fresh  pork 
trade  slow  throughout,  loins  declined  daily. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  beef  sold 
firm  to  $1.00  higher  in  California,  most  up- 
turn in  San  Francisco,  and  generally  steady 
in  the  Portland-Seattle  area.  Heifer  beef 
was  steady  to  250  higher.  The  price  pattern 
on  cow  beef  ranged  from  steady  to  500  lower, 
the  downturn  on  Canner  and  Cutter  in  San 
Francisco.  Calf  and  veal  sold  steady  to 
$1.00  higher  while  lamb  was  steady  to  $1.00 
lower.  Fresh  pork  sold  steady  to  $3.00 
lower,  most  decline  on  loins  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  Cured  pork  items  were  mostly 
steady,  except  sliced  bacon  $1.00-2.00  lower 
in  Los  Angeles. 

Supplies  of  Choice  steer  beef  and  calf 
were  moderate.

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COLD  STORAGE  HOLDINGS  OF  MEATS  AND  LARD,  NOVEMBER  30,  1962 

The  November  increase  in  warehouse  holdings  of  meat  and  meat  products  of  67  million 
pounds  was  one-fourth  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  but  one-fifth  larger  than  the  average. 
December  1  holdings,  at  456  million  pounds,  were  6  percent  below  the  date  last  year,  but 
6  percent  above  the  average.  Stocks  of  beef  on  December  1  totaled  170  million  pounds  for 
a  net  increase  of  20  million  pounds  from  November  1.  The  December  1  level  was  15  percent 
below  holdings  on  the  same  date  last  year,  but  2  percent  above  the  average.  Pork  stocks 
increased  seasonally  by  46  million  pounds  during  November  and  totaled  207  million  on 
December  1.  These  holdings  were  7  percent  above  the  same  date  last  year  and  12  percent 
above  average.  Frozen  ham  stocks,  at  36  million  pounds  on  December  1,  were  practically 
unchanged  from  a  month  ago,  but  20  percent  larger  than  December  1,  1961  holdings.  Stocks 
of  frozen  pork  bellies  on  December  1  totaled  34  million  pounds  compared  with  16  million 
on  November  1  and  23  million  pounds  in  storage  last  year  on  December  1.
